The investigation 
was held behind closed doors. Several witnesses were examr 
ined/ including the engineer of the train, W. Wilkie. Mr. Pier- 
soil returne'd to Chicago last night after giving out the state- 
ment that nothing would be 
made public until he had had 
time to study the-information 
which he had received. Indi- 
cations' are that his findings 
will be made public within a 
few days.

000,000 for carrying ou.t the provisions of the bill.

only serious obstacle to the immediate disintcrment of 
the American dead in the zone of the armies is the 
objection of the French government, which has assumed 
the grounds that since French dead 'cannot be returned 
to their former homes, America's heroes must .-await 
official convenience at Paris. 


This) opposition may be broken down by determined 


action of congress, speaking for the nation, and sup- 
porting the proper claims of parents and friends of our 
military dead. Americans are willing to cooperate with 
the wishes of .European governments, but have failed to 
bo convinced of the legitimacy of the position taken bV 
tho French officials in this instance.

COAL AND CHAOS 


By FREDERIC J. HASKIN, Director

Washing-ton, Dec. 15—"Whom you 


choose to blame for the fact that you 
have just been threatened with all 
the horrors of coal famine is lunfely 
a matter of politics and 
polnt-of- 


view. 
But one conclusion you can- 


not avoid if you look fairly at the 
facts. 
Our failure to get an ade- 


quate and continuous supply of coal 
is due larg-ely to the 
fact that out 
great industrial system, of which we 
boost so much, is poorly and even 
stupidly org-anized. And for this we 
are all to( blame. 


Until the last few years the ulti- 


mate consumer has been chiefly in- 
terested In the price of coal. He has- 
been able to get boal by paying- the 
price. 
He has been led to believe 


that this price represents on undue 
profit for somebody. 
Mr. McAdoo 


Bays the operators have been setting 
it, and the operators retort, "Search 
us!" 
«• 


But recently 
the 
all-important 


question'of what price we pay for 
coal was eclipsed by the still more 
important question of whether we 
were going- to K^t any, coal at all. 
We have 46 percent of nil the coal in 
the world—enough of it to last for 
several centuries. There are enoug-h 
workmen in the country to die it. 
And yet we have been threatened 
with freezing- both this winter and 
last. 


Something Is "Wrong 


This state of affairs sug-g-ests that 


something is wrong with the way we 
go about digging and distributing 
our coal. 
Investigations which have 


been made recently by government 
experts strong-ly support this sugges- 
tion. There is something; wrong- with 
our coal-production system. And the 
settlement of the .strike will not by 
any means remedy that trouble. A 
lack of intelligent cooperation be- 
tween the operators, the miners, the 
railroads, and the consumer is at the 
bottom of the problem,'according to 
the best expert evidence available. 


Let us start the public. The pub- 


lic, including- both domestic consum- 
ers and factory owners, has been ac- 
customed to buy Its coal when it 
needs it, which is in the winter. Hie 
result is that we must have enough 
mines and enoug-h miners on the job 
to supplv that maximum winter de- 
mand 
it follows inevitably that in 


the sprinpr and summer, when the 
demand is lax, mines and miners are 
idle 
They are in fact idle from one- 


fourth to one-third of the time. This 
is one of the things that the miners 
are kicking- about. They want to be 
assured of five days of work a week 
at least. 
Some of the dear public 


still think that the miners want to 
work five clays a week at most. AS 
a matter of fact the miners want to 
work more, not less. It la discourag- 
ing to g-o to work in the morning 
and to be told that there will be no 
work that clay, and no pay, because 
there is no market for the product. 
Yet that is what, the miners arc told 
again and ag-ain. 
In some of the 


Ohio mines, the miners were given 
only about 200-days 
of work last 


year 
In New Mexico they worked 


over 300. In most places they work- 
ed aoout 250 days. 
_

Miners' I<Uc in Summer 


So the miners are idle in tho spring- 


oriel summer for lack of a market, 
and when the winter rush comes 
along- they are idle part of the time 
for lack of cars to handle the coal. 
It is ciuite evident that if the sprinff 
and summer tmarket could be stimu- 
lated, tho miners could be kept busy 
then, and the winter rush could be to 
some extent forestalled There would 
then be more cars available., and the 
miners would not be idle in winter. 
The miners would have continuous 
work and we could have a. continu- 


Thepresentstate of affairs has 


often been blamed on the operators 
? has been stated that they should 
provide storage facilities for coal at 
the mines. Then coal rained in the 
warnT weather could be stored until 
needed. 
But the technical investi- 


gations made by the bureau of mines 
do not bear out the theory that the 
operators are to blame 
They show 


that the storage o£ coal at the mines 
la attended with serious difficulties. 
Soft coal stored in large duanm.es- 
many thousands of tons—is in dang- 
er from 
spontaneous 
combustion. 


That is it may take fire from the 
£ea* which™* 'generated by oxida- 
tion 
^nd again, storing coal at the 
mines "means handling "twice in- 
stead of once, as is done if the coal 
Is put directly into the cars.- This 
means an extra cost to be passed on 
IS tHe consumer. And he Is bearing 
enough extra coats now! 
' 
It also means that the coal will bo 
broken up, and will thus decrease in 
value 
Coal losses value from this 
cause every time it is handled. 
The logical place to store the coal, 


therefore, is in the bin of the con- 
sumer, and' not at the mine. 
The 
small supply used by the domestic 
consumer is in no dang-er from spon- 
taneous 
combustion 
and 
the 


amounts needed by the average fac- 
tory are not 1n such danger either if 
properly stored. Therefore, the con- 
sumer should .buy his coal in the 
spring and summer as much ..as pos- 
sible, alii? store it. 


llhtii't Heed Wur Appeal 
During the war we were all urged 


to do this on the grounds of patriot- 
ism.

Manning makea tho interesting sug- 
gestion that the same result would 
be attained if the government would 
work out a sliding scale of trans- 
portation charges for the carrying of 
coal by the railroads 
and 
boats, 


which would make coal' cheaper In 
th« summer. It is easy to see how 
tills would work without going into 
details. Coal perhaps would be haul- 
ed most cheaply in July, because 
there is then less demand for. it. By 
buying your coal in July you might 
save a dollar a ton. 
In January it 


would be most expensive. The Jan- 
uary price would be enough above 
tho July price to make up -for the 
loss. By varying the scale of trans- 
portation charges, the' production of 
coal could. 
thforetically and, it 


would seem, practically, be controll- 
ed almost at will. 


There arc several other ways in 


which the' production of coal could 
be regulated. 
One of the best ways 


would be to have power plants at 
the mines,.and so lo convert the coal 
Immediately into heat, and 
power, 


which are much cheaper to carry 
than coal. This would be the logical 
way, but it is of course not a. way 
that can be put into effect on short 
notice.KxporlntJon Is Sufflrestcil 


Another way, also pointed out by 


Director Manning, and of immediate 
value, is the exportation 
of more 


coal. .Europe needs our coal. 
In 


Italy they are burning olive trees 
for lack of coal. 
Formerly Great 


Britain dominated the coal pxport 
market, but she has now lost this 
dominance and is producing little 
more coal than she.needs herself. • 


We are. not exporting, nearly as 


much coal as.we could export. Here 
again, organized intelligent effort, la 
all 1 that is lacking. 
Mr. Manning 


suggests that .the^. coal 
operators 
should form an export association 
under 
the 
Webb-Pomerene law. 


They could easily find an 
export 
market which would keep mines and 
miners busy during the dull season, 
when the. domestic market will not 
take up the product.

really only made a clumsy beginning- 
in the production, of power and the 
u"se of our fuel resources.

power can and will take the place 
of much coal.
